Socialist Brandt Wins 
In German Power Play 


BONN (AP) — Willy Brandt 
emerged Friday night as the 
next chancellor of West Ger¬ 
many. 

His Social Democrats and the 
small Free Democratic party 
formally combined in a coalition 
that will bring an end to 20 
years of Christian Democratic 
dominance under such leaders 
as Konrad Adenauer, Ludwig 
Erhard and the current chancel¬ 
lor, Kurt Georg Kiesinger. 

Brandt, 55, will be the first 
Socialist chancellor of West 
Germany. In 1930, Socialist Her¬ 
man Mueller headed a German 
government. 

Today's Socialists tread a 
raiddla ground of ideotagf pot 

tdo‘ far from that espoused by 
the Christian Democrats, and in 
fact the Socialists and Christian 


Democrats have been governing 
in coalition for the last four 
years. 

Lately they have differed over 
revaluation of the mark, with 
the Socialists for it.

BRANDT TOPS POIJJt 

In last Sunday's election, 
Brandt’s party won 224 Bundes¬ 
tag—Parliament—seats and the 
Free Democrats under Walter 
Scheel 30 seats, giving the Iwo 
parties a combined majority of 
12 seats loyr the Christian 
Democrats with 242. 

The electorate gave neither 
Socialists nor Christian Demo¬ 


crats a clear mandate to govern 
alone and Brandt was the suc¬ 
cessful wooer of the Free Demo¬ 
crats, who held the balance of 
power. 

The Bundestag will be called 
into session later this month— 
probably Oct. 21—for a vote on 
Brandt's candidacy. 

Scheel told a news conference 1 
after the crucial meeting 27 of 
his parly’s voting deputies gave 
the go-ahead to the coalition 
plan while three abstained.

Heroic 10-foot-tall statues of Truth and Justice have been 
dug out of storage after more than 50 years in a government 
warehouse, and officials are wondering what to do with them. 

Originally cast as part of a proposed memorial to King 
Edward VH, the bronze figures may be moved to the front 
of the Supreme Court of Canada building, opened 25 years 
after the sculptures were made. 

They are the work of the late Walter Allward, a Canadian 
whose fkmou* work was the collection of figures In 

Canada's Vimy Ridge war memorial. Truth and Justice were 
commissioned in 1913 at a cost of 935.000. 

After uncrating the massive figures, works department 
employees found that the hilt of Justice's sword was missing 
Eleanor Milne, In charge of the stone-carving decoration of 
the Centre Block on Parliament Hill, sculpted a new hilt in 
plaster and colored It to match the bronze.

One plant which ha* climbed to a 
welWeierved popularity In recent year* 
I* the tuberous begonia One reason, of 
course. ,u its ease of culture, for these 
glamorous flowers are singularly free 
from Insect pests, although mildew can 
be a bit troublesome at times. 

Moreover, the begonia is one plant 
you can count on to put up a good show 
of color. In those beds and planters on 
the' shaded side of the house where 
ordinary bedding plants are a complete 
flop. 

It is true that the flower is too short 
in the stem to be used as a cut flower 
in the ordinary way, but there are ways 
and means of getting around this. My 
wife makes up a most attractive 
centrepiece for the dinner table by 
spreading, a few trails of English ivy 
across a shallow bowl of water and 
arranging begonia blossoms on the ivy 
with their short stems dipping into the 
water below;, (be contrast of these 
exotic flowers against the dark green of 
the ivy makes a most impressive 
display 

AAA 

On another occasion when, in typical 
husband-like fashion. I forgot to order a 
corsage for a formal affair, she picked 
a double yellow begonia flower, pinned 
it in her hair, and was the belle of the 
ball! 

Trouble is, begonias, cost real money 
The cheapest bulbs you can buy eagt 


around 30c each, quality bulbs around 
50c, and the rarer and more exotic 
varieties XI or more per bulb. At these 
prices we can’t discard the plants at the 
end of the season as we do with the 
petunias and marigolds — we have to ' 
get more mileage out of them. This 
means the careful lifting, drying and 
storage of the bulbs so we can use them 
again next spring. 

I take up my begonia plants around 
the middle of October, sometimes a bit 
earlier If frosts are forecast, for it is 
Important to kill off the plants very 
slowly and gradually through drought 
rather than overnight through frost. 

AAA 

I dig up my plants with a good ball 
of soli around the roots and plant them 
fairly close together in shallow boxes or 
seed flats. Essentially, the operation is 
the same as a regular transplanting 
except that no water Is given. 

Sitting crowded close together in 
their shallow boxes, the plants are 
given a precautionary squirt of some all¬ 
purpose spray or dust — something 
designed to control both bugs and 
blights — then the boxes are stored in 
an airy, dry place; the floor of the 
basement will do nicely, ideally where 
they will receive a little light from a 
cellar window. 

Temperature is not important at this 
stage — warm or cool, it doesn’t matter 
— but good ventilation is a must. I lost 


a box of valuable bulbs one year when, 
in my ignorance, I put them in a shirty 
and airless cupboard wider the cellar 
stairs just to get them out from under 
foot. Next time I looked at them, they 
were covered with mildew and blue 
mould, with a horrible musty odor, and 
had to be thrown out. 

AAA 

Leave your plants without water until 
the aoD around the roots dries out and 
the top die naturally- Tbe leaves go 
first, turning brown and falling off. The 
stems are the last to wither, for these 
are thick and fleshy and full of sap, but 
they should never be cut away however 
long they may take to wither. When 
completely dry and dead, they win fan 
away from the tubers at a touch, 
leaving only a small scar on the bulb’s 
surface. 

At this point the bulbs can be 
cleaned up. brushing away any noil 
clinging to them, and put into'fool 
storage until spring. It is a good idea, 
during the cleaning, to give Diem 
another whiff of the protective garden 
dust. 

F»r Strring. I prefer to bury my 
begonia bulbs in either peat moss or 
vermlculate, storing the carton in a 
very copl place, ideally around C 
degrees. Temperatures below freezing 
will inRire the bulbs, while too much 
warmth will start them sprouting far 
too early in the spring.

NEW YORK, Sept. 26. 1974 
— The new supersonic trans¬ 
port ( S S T) completed its 
first transcontinental flight

Indian pickets on legislative buildings lawn 

Indians Picket ‘Chief’

A group of about 75 young 
Indians demonstrat'd outside 
the legislative buildings Fri¬ 
day afternoon in protest 
against the federal govern¬ 
ment's proposed drastic revi¬ 
sion of Indian policies. 

The demonstration was 
sparked by the visit to 
Victoria of Indian Affairs 
Minister Jean Chretien, who 
appeared shortly after the 
protesters departed to take 
part in (he final session of the 
federal-provincial conference 
of welfare ministers. 


The protesters carried ban¬ 
ners reading "Remember 
Riel” and signs which said 
' Consultation not Extermina¬ 
tion." Spokesman Kan Hamil¬ 
ton, 21, of Firal Reserve 
North, Port AlbernT, said the 
group was protesting the 
presence of the federal min¬ 
ister against the express 
wishes of Indian leaders in 
B.C 

* * * 

The plcketers chanted 
“ Chretien go tiomp" and 
' listen to our leader” while 
the spokesman explained the 
purpose of tie- demonstration 
to reporters. 

Mr. Hamilton, who prefers 
lo be known by his Indian 
name Hupquatchew, sakt the 
members of the group came 
from all parts of B.C. and 
some from the Yukon, Alberta 
and Saskatchewan. 

"The reason we have come 
here,” he said, “is that we 
don’t want Chretien in this 
province. He is trying to

province.” 

The spokesman said the 
Indians don't understand the 
policy statement. "We haven't 
had time to study it and we 
don’t know what it means. I 
think Chretien should go back 
to Ottawa. wetS talk to him 
when we’re ready.” 

* * A 

T b e federal government 
wants B.C. to take over 
administration of Indian 
affairs “and we don't want 
that," Mr. Hamilton said. He 
said the Indians want to keep 
their reserve lands (“they 
might look like a tumbledown 
mess to a white man but 
these are our homes”) and 
are seeking a settlement of 
the Indian land question in 
this province. 

★ ★ ★ 

The spokesman said the 
group also opposed creation of 
Indian municipalies on re¬ 
serve lands because be 
claimed this would leave Ihe 
land open to expropriation. 

Mr. Chretien later told 
reporters the federal govern¬ 


ment had never said the 
reserves would be taken away 
from the Indians 

The minister said Ottawa, 
which now holds the land on 
behalf of the Indian peoples, 
wants to turn over this 
responsibility and Ihe title to 
the lands to the Indians. He 
described the present system, 
under which bands must apply 
to the minister for permission 
to leaae land, as “paternalis¬ 
tic” and frustrating to both 
sides. 

* * * 

Mr. Chretien said the pro¬ 
posed new Indian Land Act 
would be a flexible statute 
which would permit Indians to 
lease or borrow money on 
their land if they wish. But he 
claimed the ownership of the 
land would always remain 
with the Indian peoples. How¬ 
ever, he addad, If the Indians 
want to keep the present 
system, they can. 

* * * 

Mr. Chretien said out of 
discussiop with Indians of 
their counter-proposals h e 
hoped that they could emerge 
as full citizens who retain 
their own character.

Progress Theme Nearer Reality at Museum 


By PAT MURPHY 

It wiH be aO about people, 
their custom, thetr habitat, 
their environment, and how 
they adapted to it, their 
recreation, thetr religion — in 
fact, everything about them 
which can be crowded Into 
one full floor of the Provincial 
Museum. 

Right now It is in the 
thinking, planning and model¬ 
ling stage and only a half- 
dozen or so scientists and 


artisans are putting ti»e con¬ 
cept together. However, it 
promises to be one of the 
most massive and ambitious 
projects conceived by any 
museum. 

The British Columbia Pro¬ 
vincial Museum, headed by 
Dr. Clifford Carl, has always 
shunned the display of arti¬ 
facts for show purpose alone. 

A theme, a relation of 
things and tools to people and 
their environment has always 


been the principle followed 
and there will be no abroga¬ 
tion of this in the new display. 

David Gillett, assistant to 
Curator of History Dan Gal- 
lacber, said Friday that the 
display will be on two levels. 
The viewer will be guided 
from the present to the past. 

Prehistoric man will be 
portrayed and then the 
various stages In his evolution 
up to the recent past. 

A feature of the exhibition 


wiU be a street built to iJiow 
how an average city street 
looked In the late 1800a. 

It will be just as authentic 
as Ingenuity can make it. 
There will be a printshop, 
equipped with authentic 
equipment. 

There will be a hotel and 
saloon, a clothing store, a 
blacksmith shop, aH life-size, 
and an old fashioned CPR 
waiting room. 

The emphasis will be on 


authenticity and for this, 
reason archives have been 
searched for photographs and 
relevant documents. 

“I have never been so 
excited about anything in my 
life,” said Mr. Gillett. 

Currently the third floor of 
the museum is devoted to 
Indian relics, including 
totems, canoes and a 
Kwakiutl house which is being 
built by Henry Hunt and his 
son Tony. 


None of these will be 
moved, said Mr, Gillett. They 
will ail be incorporated into 
the new enterprise. 

He stressed that all the 
exhibits in this "ages of man" 
exhibition will be walk-in size. 
The machinery, tools and 
hardware will be real and 
usable. 

"It’s hard to describe it at 
Ohs stage. After all, it Is a 
project which will mature in 
1371 and 1372. We haven't 


even got a proper name tor it 
yet,” Mr. Gillett said. 

“But let me say that it is 
massive in ccnoept It is big 
and it’s exciting and we think 
it will be one of the finest of 
its kind anywhere and worthy 
of the fine new museum we 
have here.”

Before long television viewers 
will be able to buy programs 
for playback on their own sets 
whenever they want. 

Both CBS and RCA have 
announced plans to market 
compact devices which will 
turn standard television sets 
into what could be called 
audio-visual phonographs. 

The CBS system, electronic 
video recording, is about the 
size of a portable phonograph 
and attaches by tend slips to 
the external antenna screws 
of a television set with the use 
of a single lead wire. 

Cartridges of film are drop¬ 
ped onto a spiiulle on the 
player and the picture and 
sound emerge from the tele¬ 
vision set. 

CBS has announced that a 
black and white EVR player 
wiH be produced by Motorola 
Inc. for sale by July 1,1570 at 
a prioe of about $800. A 
spokesman said CBS expects 
to demonstrate Its color ver¬ 
sion and announce plana and 
prices for film cartridges 
before the end of this year. 
Target date for marketing the 
color system is July 1971. 

RCA's select avisk», 
designed 'for color sets, is 
about the same size and also 
would operate through exist¬ 
ing television antenna con¬ 
nections on the back of 
standard sets. 

The RCA system plays 
tapes rather than film through 
the use of a laser. RCA 
engineers said the system is 
expected to be the first 
oonsumer product employing 
lasers. 

The unit, which will cost 
about $400, will be available in 
1972. A library of about 100 
prerecorded, noncommercial 
color programs will sell for 
about $10 a half hour. 


With either ERV or SV, the 
home viewer can easily stop 
the recorded programs at any 
point to study individual Still 
frames.

Ionized Gas Experiment

SAN DIEGO. Calif (AP) — A 
nuclear r e-arch firm said it 
has made a stride toward 
bamessing the po w er of the 
hydrogen bomb for peaceful 
uses.

Ohkawa said he was ready to 
a m i t cate his experiment to 


create a true fusion, or tber- 
monuclear, power reactor. 

Physicists have been trying to 
make hydrogen atoms collide 
and fuse in a controlled system 
for 15 years. The problem was 
that such a reaction requires 
temperatures of millions of 
degrees and no solid substance 
could be used to contain the hot 
plasma. 

Ohkawa said he has created a 
machine called the multipole, a 
big tub that builds up a 
doughnut-shaped electric field 
and car sontain 1 , 000,000 degm 
plasma for .07 of a second. 

The next step is to bulk! a 
machine that la 100 times hotter 


and contains plasma 1,000 times 
denser than the multipole. 

Advantages of a thermonu¬ 
clear reactor include the inex¬ 
haustible supply of heavy hy¬ 
drogen that can be cheaply 
extracted from the oceans It 
also would produce none at the 
poisonous fission products that 
offer difficult disposal problems. 

Okhawa said it would take 
him three years to design, build 
and test a bigger machine and 
perhaps five year* after (hat to 
produce a laboratory scale 
reactor.

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WdtiR minliter* attending the federal provincial 
c onfer e n ce here Friday were laid by Indian Affairs Minister 
Jean Chretien that Ottawa wDl be flexible in its negotiations 
for transfer of health and welfare service* for Indians to the 
provinces.

Mr. Chretien spent an hour in the closed meeting 
discussing the federal policy statement on Indian affairs, 
brought down in the Commons last June, as it affects the 
provinces. 

He emerged to teD a press conference that most 
ministers p r es en t seem ed to agree the province* could 
provide health and welfare services to Indians more 


efficiently than Ottawa The minister said be didn't like the 
term shifting responsibility. He preferred to think of the 
move as an extension to Indians of services which provinces 
now provide to their other citizens. 

The question of finances, Mr. Chretien said, was raised 
by several ministers. They were Informed that Ottawa was 
prepared to transfer to provincial government the money it 
now spent on Indian health and welfare services and forecast 
spending for a certain number of years in the future. 

The period over which the phasing out of the federal role 
would be completed, the federal minister said, would be 
settled by negotiation with tile provinces. He indicated the 
federal government was prepared to go ahead with the 


transfer as soon as the provinces agreed and the Indian 
people of a particular province accepted the transfer of 
Jurisdiction. 

"We will not be doctrinaire," he said. "We must be 
flexible and adjust to the needs of each province and the 
Indian people " 

Mr. Chretien said he felt there would be some savings 
under the transfer agreement because it would eliminate the 
need for duplication of services and facilities. He added 
Ottawa won't agree to any transfer unless the federal 
government is sure that Indians will receive the same qualify 
of service as they now get or preferably better.

Douglas, member of Par¬ 
liament for Nanaimo-Cowi- 
chan-Tbe Islands, rushed back 
to his office In Ottawa from a 
weekend vacation, astonished 
by wire service and radio 
reports that bis daughter, a 
mother of three, was held ort 


515,000 hail. Arrested along 
with her was part-time lec¬ 
turer. author and playwright 
Donald Freed. 37. 

The 10 grenades, “definitely 
not souvenirs,” according to 
one agent, were found in 
Freed's apartment. His bail 
was set at $25,000. 

Douglas was attempting to 


reach the Canadian counsel in 
Los Angeles to get accurate 
details of the situation and 
told reporters he would have 
a full statement to make 
when facts are established. 


Mrs, Sutherland and Freed 
are acknowledged members of 
The Friends of the Black 
Panthers, a white group that 


raises money for the militant 
Negro movement. 

Agents said Mrs. Sutherland 
supplied money to buy the 
grenades. 

The charges carry possible 
10-year prison sentences and 
fines up to $30,000. 

The arrests were triggered 
when members of the Friends 


group attempted to purchase 
weapons from an undercover 
police agent. 

Assistant U ,S. Attorney 
Henry Novak told a U.S. 
commissioner that Freed had 
joined the organization about 
18 months ago and Mrs. 
Sutherland earlier this year. 

Douglas said that he knew 


his daughter was a member 
of the Friends He explained 
it was as being a voluntary 
agency which each day pro¬ 
vides breakfast for about 18,- 
000 colored children in the 
ghettos of Lm Angeles.

NDP LEADER’S DAUGHTER HELD

Disbelief was New Demo¬ 
cratic Party leader Tommy 
Douglas' first reaction to 
reports from Los Angeles that 
hi* married daughter, Shirley 
Jean Sutherland, 35, had been 
arrested by U.S. treasury 
agents Friday for possession 
of 10 hand grenades to be 


used by militant Black Pan¬ 
thers, 

Douglas, member of Par¬ 
liament for Nanaimo-Cowi 
chan-The Islands, rushed back 
to his office in Ottawa from a 
weekend vacation, astonished 
by wire service and radio 
reports that his daughter, a 
mother of three, was held on 


$15,000 bail. Arrested along 
with her was part-time lec¬ 
turer, author and playwright 
Donald Freed, 37. 

The 10 grenades, “definitely 
not souvenirs," according to 
one agent, were found in 
Freed's apartment. His bail 
was set at $25,000. 

Douglas was attempting to 


reach the Canadian counsul in 
Los Angeles to get accurate 
details of the situation and 
told reporters he would have 
a full statement to make 
when facts are established. 

Mrs. Sutherland and Freed 
are acknowledged members of 
The Friends of the Black 
Panthers, a white group that 


raises money for the militant 
Negro movement. 

Agents said Mrs. Sutherland 
supplied money to buy the 
grenades. 

The charges carry possible 
10-year prison sentences and 
fines up to $10,000. 

The arrests were triggered 
when members of the Friends 


group attempted to purchase 
weapons from an undercover 
police agent. 

Assistant U .S. Attorney 
Henry Novak told a U.S. 
commissioner that Freed had 
joined the organization about 
18 months ago and Mrs. 
Sutherland earlier this year. 

Douglas said that he knew 


his daughter was a member 
of the Friends. He explained 
it as being a voluntary 
agency which each day pro¬ 
vides breakfast for about 18,- 
000 colored children in the 
ghettos of Los Angeles.

It will be all about people, 
their customs, their habitat, 
their environment, and how 
they adapted to it. tbeir 
recreation, their religion — in 
fact, everything about them 
which can be crowded into 
one full floor of the Provincial 
Museum. 

Right now it is in the 
thinking, planning and model¬ 
ling stage and only a half- 
dozen or so scientists and 


artisans are putting the con¬ 
cept together. However, It 
promises to be one of the 
most massive and ambitious 
projects conceived by any 
museum. 

The British Columbia Pro¬ 
vincial Museum, headed by 
Dr. Clifford Carl, has always 
shunned the display of arti¬ 
facts for show purpose alone. 

A theme, a relation of 
things and tools to people and 
their environment has always 


been the principle followed 
and there will be no abroga¬ 
tion of this in the new display. 

David Glllett, assistant to 
Curator of History Dan Gal- 
lacher, said Friday that the 
display will be on two levels. 
The viewer will be guided 
from the present to the past. 

Prehistoric man will be 
portrayed and then the 
various stages in his evolution 
up to the recent past. 

A feature of the exhibition 


will be a street built to show 
how an average city street 
looked In l!»e late 1800s. 

It will bp just as authentic 
as Ingenuity can make it. 
There will be a printehop, 
equipped with authentic 
equipment. 

There will be a hotel and 
saloon, a clothing store, a 
blacksmith shop, all life-size, 
and an old fashioned CPR 
waiting room. 

The emphasis will be on 


authenticity and for this 
reason archives have been 
searched for*photographs and 
relevant documents. 

"I have never been so 
excited about anything in my 
life," said Mr. Glllett 

Currently the third Door of 
the museum is devoted to 
Indian relics, including 
totems, canoes and a 
Kwakiutl house which is being 
built by Henry Hunt and his 
son Tony. 


None of these will be 
moved, said Mr. GilletL Hiey 
will all be incorporated into 
the new enterprise. 

He stressed that all the 
exhibits in this “ages erf man" 
exhibition will be walk-in size. 
TTie machinery, tools and 
•hardware will be real and 
usable. 

“It's hard to describe it at 
this stage. After all, R is a 
project which will mature in 
1971 and 1972.

It is big 
and it's exciting and we think 
it wiH be one of the finest of 
its kind anywhere and worthy 
of the fine new museum we 
have here."
